A, OHARTER OF INCORPORATION

1. To encourage among the members closer personal 
acquaintances and a friendly spirit of mutual cooperation and promote 
the gaaeral welfare- and prosperity of the members and to assist in 
any matter pertaining to* the welfare and advancement of the members 
and for the attainment of the hipest order of American Citizenship. 


2. To unite fraternally, socially and mutually 
with friendship and hamony for the uplifting, enjoyment and 
recreational entertainment of members and guests. 


3» To foster and cultivate the educational and 
business relations of its members, to broaden the educational and 
business relations of its members j to broaden their education and 
profession and to improve their standards ,of citizenship. 

4o To support its program through education, en- 
lightenment, encQurageraent and inspiration, and to publish, dis- 
tribute and circulate literature, pamphlets, ^d newspapers; and by 
public assemblies, giving information to the people and the .member- 
ship of this corporation 'to the end that we might sway opinion in 
favor of racial segre'gatio.n, and through- maintaining lobbyists in 
all of the state legislatures and in the Congress of the United 
States, securing legislation supporting segregation.

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On February 13, 1956, supra, furnished a membership 
card which he had obtained from HARRY liTLlLIAM PYIE and which was 
at that time being used by the Pro~Southemers in Memphis and 
possibly viherever it was operating under PYLE*S controlo This 
membership card- is a green card on which is printed the date, 

1956, a space for the group number, and words ”The l?hite Manx's 
Organization of the Southland to Preserve our Southern Segregated 
Way of Lifeo” It contains lines for the name and address of the 
member and the signatxire of the secretary. 

On February 20, 1956, T-1, supra, furnished a list, 
of v;hat HARRY PYLE claimed at that time to be the existing Pro- ' 
Southerner groups. This list indicates group numbers from 1 
through 3^ and bears notations regarding the finances of the’ 
organization at that time. Informant stated this is a list- main- 
tained by PYLE and the information thereon regarding finances is 
not clear. The list is set out hereinafter as furnished by- the* in- 
formant, although it is not knovm whether monetary notations 
indicate that the particolar group had the given amount of money 
in its treasury, owed that amount to PYLE, or had actually paid 
the amount listed. On the bottom of the list, as will be set 
out hereinafter, . are other notations regarding the finances of 
the various groups.

On February 20, 1956, T-1 also advised at that time 
the Pro-Southerners group at Frayser, Tennessee had a highly en- 
thusiastic membership* Informant noted that PYLE had claimed that 
as much as $160 per week was being collected in donations at the 
meetings of the Frayser, Tennessee group but that most of this 
money was being spent each week for the rental of chairs to accommo- 
date the crowd at the meeting. It is noted Frayser is a suburb of 
Memphis, Tennessee, located in an area which contains and is adjacent 
to various large industrial establishments. According to T-1, the 
membership of the Frayser unit is made up primarily of factory 
employees. 


On February 23, 1956, T-2, who has furnishe.d reliable 
information in the past, advised that the Pro-Southerners were -con- 
tinuing to meet at the union hall of the Paper Workers, located at 
Chelsea and Thomas Streets, Memphis, Tennessee. Iriforms^iit noted 
that these meetings were attended to a great extent by employees of 
Kimberly Clark and the Firestone Tire and Rubber Company, both large 
employers in the north section of Memphis. 

Informant noted that the president of the Pv.aper Workers 
union, WILL BRADSHAW, was not opposing the Pro-Southerners, but 
certainly was not interested in their activities in any vray. In- 
formant stated that BRADSHAW fe3.t that so many of his employees 
were interested in the Pro- Southerners, even though he was opposed 
to their activities, he v/as compelled to let them meet in the union 
hall, informant further stated that the matter of racial segregation 
had become so important in the Rubber V/orkers Union at the Fire- 
stone Plant, there would undoubtedly be a change in the officers. 

The President of the union had lost control thereof because he had 
too; -much; ‘Support from the-N,egro ^njployees and was thereby alienated 
by the white people. ‘ ^ ' ‘ ■ 

Informant also noted that the Pro-Southerners had 
attempted to meet in the Rubber V/orkers hall on Firestone Boulevard, 
but the union would not consent to it. 

"The' Commercial Appeal", daily newspaper published in 
Memphis on March 4, 1956, contained an article by PAUL MALLOY 
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entitled, ”Pyle Quits Pro-Southerners 5 Raps * Communistic Tactics*”* 
MOLLOY quoted PYLE as "branding his subordinates as irresponsible” 
and stating that after three years of hard work on his part in 
building the organization, ”a radical element in the group has 
destroyed everything I have done and the organization is falling 
apart*” The article continued by stating PYLE has v/idened a split 
among Pro-Southerners which has been in evidence since early 
February* The article stated that "Dissidents have been withdrawing 
from the group, swinging over to the Citizens* Councils*” It is 
noted that the citizens* councils are The Association of Citizens* 
Councils of Tennessee, which is headquartered in Memphis* 


The article indicated that the nature of PYLE*S organi- 
zation would doubtlessly be a subject for discussion at the Pro- 
Southerners comty-wide rally which was set for 2 pom* that after- 
noon at the Memphis Municipal AuditorliM* The ^:^icle stated the

The article stated that PYLE had sent his resignation 
to M* B*y^ERHILL, national vice chairman of the Pro-Southerners, 
at Ft* Pierce. FloAd a,«*anUnjaoterdHPYliB-'as--sta-ti-ng-t 5 hat~Ahe-wa' 3 -*--- 
certain Mr* SHERRILL would be disgusted with the way the Pro- 
Southeroers are acting here and he*s likely to thrpyr in the sponge, 
too*” PYLE was quoted as criticizing the Pro-Southerners* march 
on Nashville some weeks ago when they presented certain demands to 
Governor FRANK CLEMENT* 


PYLE was quoted as deploring the recent reaction to 
Mayor EDMUND 0RGILL*S suggestion that a Negro be appointed to the 
John Gaston Hospital board* It quoted PYLE as stating, **^ife got a 
.bad name out of that* I don*t like what they did to the Mayor with 
"those telephone calls* The mob approach is definitely not good* 

. "V/e have the. right to petition, and that*s good, but to bring force 
along with it is an altogether different method* Those are 
Communist tactics and they reflect the action of a rather irres- 
ponsible class* 'V/hen you see it all falling apart, it hurts*” 

PYLE- stated further, according to the article, that 
attempts had been made to co-ordinate Pi*o-Southerner -units in 
several states but local members of the executive board refused 
to cooperate and tried to "rule with an iron hand*** ' PYLE claimed 
there were 13 Pro-Southerner groups in Shelby County, two in 
Nashville, one each in Dixon County, Dyersburg, Munford, Mason, 
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and Covington, Tennessee* He said individuals in ten other 
Tennessee tovns had requested membership but ”they won’t come in*** 

It was stated that five of the Shelby County units v/ere not even 
holding meetings any more * 

The article quoted CHARIBS BELL, Di si rict-UDi^e Chairman, 
y as stating that the Pro-Southerners had 5»000 membe^ in H^phis, 
but that other organizational details wehe ’’secret’?/* BEI<L yas' 
quoted that he was,-aware of a movement to pull out fof the ^o- 
Southerners and* that some of the members were goingN^Qtlje^citi sens’ 
councils* It quoted him as observing ”It’s sickening^nat Southerners 
can’t get together, on this (the segregation issue)* Trying to get 
them to cooperate is terrible. But those who are quitting are 
trouble makers and the other groups are welcome to them*” 

The article q, noted an unidentified member of the Pro- 
hemers as stating, ’nvs’ve had no leadership,' no harmony* 

(p’s hardly any point holding weekly meetings just to hear a 
speaker*” Another member was quoted as' sta^ng, ”I pulled out 
be\ause there’s no leaddrship and the fact that Mr* Pyle has re- 
signed hasn’t changed things a bit. The leaders who are left 
can’t do much with what they’ve got.” 

Onlferch 5» 1956, T-2, supra, advised at the last 
meeting of the Pro-Southerners at the Municipal Aud3.tord.ura in Memphis ' 
on March 1956, the newspapers did not give a very accurate account 
of the meeting* Informant noted that the various speakers who were 
proposed for the meeting who ultimat-eiy did not come, such as the 
Attorney /General of Geor gi a. CH AHLBiS'^STAIN BACK « T ennessee legislator * 
and JOBMpR/^KIN actually unabl6' to a'ttena the meeting" because 

'they were aScKT "Informant noted that this a1< least was the infer- 
* ma'tion given out at the meeting fdr their nonappearance, although 
the newspaper implied that their failure to speak at the meeting 
was because' of their lack of confidence in the local Pro-Southerners 
movement . 

Informant also noted there was some public discussion 
at the meeting to the effect that the Pro-Southerners might affiliate 
vdth 'White America, Inc*., an organization operating in Little 'flock, 
Arkansas, and this group is trying to incorporate in forty states'* 

T-2 noted a collection was taken up at the meeting for a radio 
program in Memphis whi ch would support segregation*

On March 23, 1956, T-1, supra, advised that the Mrs, 

JAMBS STUBBLBFIEiH, who is identified above as one of the incorporators 
of the Pro-Southerneis is actually PYLB*S daughter. Informant pointed 
out that this individual has been serving as the financial secretary 
of the Pro-Southerners and was probably partly responsible for pro- 
voking PYLE»S resignation therefrom. Informant noted that Mrs, 
STUBBLEFIELD had become concerned over the looseness with which PYLE 
was handling the funds of the Pro-Southerners and fearing some personal 
liability, started refusing to sign checksfor PYLE, 

Informant noted, however, thatH^^ resignation of PYLE 
from the leadership of the Pro-Southerners was not clearing up the 
dissension therein, and there wa^S/ under way at that time a move by 
some of the members to get JAME^PSBRSOL and,CNAK12iS>PELL to resign.

On March 2S, 1956, Tl2, supra, advised that the activites- 
of the Pro-Southerners in North Memphis had declined considerably 
and the resignation of PYLE had definitely hurt the organization. 
Informant stated that many of the employees in the area were still 
strongly opposed to any integration of the races but were confused 
as to vjhere to turn for leadership now that PYLE had quit, Infomant 
noted that many of the employees, particularly at the Kimberly Clark 
•plant, did not feel that the leaders of the Pro -Southerners group at 
Frayser, Tennessee, had sufficient ability to lead the organization, 

Infomant pointed out actually the Pro-Southerners had be- 
come a subject of jokes at the Kimberly Clark plant. Informant stated 
that this has resulted in msiny of the employees, even though ex- 
tremely interested in segregation, becoming opposed to joining' any , 
similar organization. 
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On March 29,/-1956, Memphis Gonfiden|biai Informant T-3, 
who has furnished re'ifable information in the past-, advised that 
he vjras generally familiar with the activities of pro-segregation 
groups in M^phis and Shelby County, Tennessee o He stated that in 
January, 1956, he attended a meeting of the Pro-Southerners held in 
a store building at Frayser, Tennessee, at which time PYLE was not 
present, and much of the meeting was devoted to criticism by JAMES* 
PIBRSOL of PYLEo Informant noted that he had learned from an indi- 
vidual who was formerly in the Pro-Southerners that much of the 
criticism of PYLE was due to the fact he wanted the meetings conducted 
in a secrbtive way, patterned after the activities of the old Ku Klux 
Klano He noted that the Pro-Southerners have considerable difficulty 
in getting publicity in the local papers o 

Informant pointed out that the Tennessee Federation for 
Constitutional Government, a highly conservative pro-segregation' 
group, was very active in Memphis and seemed to have entree to the 
local papers, but that this group would not assist the Pro-Southerners. 

Informant stated there has been considerable leakage 
from the Pro-Southerners .and that various groups of that organization 
want to go into the Association of Citizens* Councils of Tennessee 
on a group basis* He noted that the dues of the Pro-Southerners 
have only been ^3 pei* year, whereas the dues of the Association of 
Citizens* Councils have been $5 per year, and therefore the leader- 
ship of the latter group has been unwilling to take them in without 
the payment of the additional dues*

’’The Nashville Tennessean”, a daily newspaper published 
in Nashville, Tennessee, in the January 26, 1956, issue contained

”The Nashville Banner,** a daily newspaper published in 
Nashville, Tennessee, in the Janua;^ 26, 1956* issue contained an 
article similar to the above and also identified EMMETT CARR as 
having served several years ago as grand titan of the Ku Klux Klan 
in the Nashville area*

Informant also advised on February 2, 1956, he contacted 
CARR on that date concerning membership in the Pro-Southerners* It 
is noted that informant was formerly connected with the Ku Klux Klan 
and was acquainted with CARR as a leader thereof. 

Informant stated CARR advised that the Pro-Southerners 
would not be like the Associated Klans of Georgia and that it was 
being organized in an effort to control the voting and to try tp^ 
get people to vote for candidates who were opposed to desegregation. 
CARR explained to .informant he was then the organizer for the group 
in JJaddle Tennessee and the membership was $3 P®f year. CARR 
assusd informant that the orgauiization was not like the Ku Klux Klan. 
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On February \7» 1956, Memphis Confidential Informant 
T*»5, who furnished reliable infoimation in the past, advised 
that .^^jjSjQMR-and the ^ro»Southerne rs_ were organizing white 
high school''^u dents in the maeiprivifeged sections in Nashville, 
Tennessee. Informant stated that this organization was being done 
in order to get the students to ge to Father Ryan High School, an 
integrated Catholic boys^ school in Nashville, some Satiirday night 
during a basketball game and start a riot. Informant s'tated the 
organization had picked Father ifyan High School because of the fact 
this is a Catholic high school and because of the fact Negroes have 
been admitted to it as students. 

It is noted that informant received the above information 
from another individual who had been in personal contact with EMM^T 
CARR# Informant stated this individual was a member of the Catholic 
Church and told informant when it was announced that Negroes would be 
admitted to the Catholic schools in Nashville, he protested, stating 
he would never accept the Negroes personally and the Church was wrong • 
in this action.. '

On March 7> 1956, T-Ai supra, advised he had seen 
EIMETT CARR on the evening of March 6, *1956, and at that time became / 
a member of the Pro-Southerners in Nashville. Informant quoted 'CARR 
as stating he was the organizer of the Prx)»Southerners for Mddle 
Tennessee, although \dien he signed informant's raember^ip card, he 
signed it as “secretary**# CARR stated, according to informant, the 
dues were $3- year, fl of which remained with the local group, 
and §2 being sent to the Pro-Southerners headquarters in Memphis. 

Informant also quoted CARR as stating the only thing 
a member gets is his membe.rship card and the organization was not 
issuing a publication in Nashville to its members. Informant said 
CARR claimed he had been appointed by HARI^ PYIB as a Middle 
Tennessee organizer and he would, have to contact someone in Memphis 
to find out who was going to take PY1E*S place. 

T-4 also stated on the same occasion, CARR advised him 
that the Pro-Southerners had .400 members in that area but did not 
state vhether they were in Nashville proper or in other parts of' 

Middle Tennessee. Informant stated CARR displayed approximately 20 
application blanks to in formant and related that one of then was f ® 

for a man by the name of I L whom he stated informant would ' 

remember from the Ku Klux Klah>s^ 

CARR ad"vised infor'mant that the meetings of the Pro- 
Southerhera in Middle Tennessee would be held in open fields where 
the crowd could be addressed over a public address system. He 
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also referred, according to informant, to the fact that some meetings 
would be held in various public halls whenever tlw occasion arose* 

Informant further quoted CARR as stating that the Pro- 
Southemers would have a motorcade on the weekend of March 10, 1956, 
and that cars would have signs regarding various aspects of segre- 
gation*- He displayed one placard approximately 16’* x 24” which 
stated-, ’'The Southern yhite People Are the Negroes 'Best Friend but 
No Integration*” CARR also exhibited some American flags and some 
Confederate flags which he stated would be used in the motorcade* 
Informant stated CARH is a very erratic individual who makes various 
inconsistent statements regarding the aims and objectives of the 
P ro -Souths me rs *

is definitely opposed to integration of the races, they did not 
want to become involved vd.th any group that might resort to 
violence o 


On February. 20, 1956, T-1, supra, advised that a meeting 
of the executive boafd of the Pro -Southerners was held February 19, 
1956* T-1 stated at this meeting, JAMES PIKESOL led a fight to 

remove PYLE as the National Chairman of the organization. .Informant 
pointed out that a petition for PYLB^S removal be presented at 

the next meeting of the executive board. 

Informant stated, however, that dissension was so rampant 
in the organization, it was most difficult to tell who is supporting 
whom in the organization as some of the executive board members a^e 
bitterly opposed to PYLE on one subject and sympathetic with him on 
others. Informant stated much of the resentment against PYLE has 
been created by the erroneous impression of the members that PYLE 
is getting ’^thousands of dollars’* in connection with the operation 
of the Pro-Southerners o Informant stated that while PYLE no doubt 
derived some revehue from the organization, he is putting in a vast 
amount of time but has not obtained proper authorization from the 
executive board for the expenditvu’e of all of the funds used by 
him, both for his living expenses and for 'the expenses of the 
organization. 


As noted above, Mrs. JAMES STUBBLEFIELD, who has here- 
tofore been the national secretary of the Pro-Southerners, resigned, 
according to T-1, on February 27, 1956. According to informant, 
this resignation res\ilted from the slipshod manner in which the 
Pro-Southerners* money was being handled. Informant stated PYLE 
wanted to call an executive board meeting as soon as possible in an 
effort to get the dissension between the national board and the 
Shelby County branch of the Pro-Southerners worked out. Informant 
stated that regardless of any efforts on the part of PYLE or his 
successors, so much dissension and bickering exist in the organi- 
zation, it will undoubtedly disintegrate in the near future.. 

T-1 also advised on February 27, 1956, at that time 
it appeared likely that M. B. SHERRILL, who has been identified 
as ■^e Secre.tary*4!4anager of the Pro-Southerners at Fort Pierce, 
Florida, was moving to Meaphis and would* probably live with HARRY 
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PILE at 3601 South Lloyd Circle* Inf orniant stated his basis for 
fact was that PILE had commented 'about recex'^ng a letter at hxs home 
SdreSId tf S^RELLL, which opened ^d in which there was the 
statement of SHERRILL?S correspondent that he ms sjad^ hear the 
latter was moving to Memphis but was sorry to hear SHERKLL had 
lost his home in Fort Pierceo Infoxinant ultimately advised, 
ever, that this information was obviously in error ^d merely indi- 
cates the inconsistent and erratic natxrre of ■the- actions of PUjE, 
SHERRILL, and others connected vdth the organization*

resignation as National Chairman of the Pro-Southerners, «The 
Press-Scimitar’’ on March 3». 1956, contained

Regarding the various references to 14* B* SHERRj-IjL in 
connection with the activities of the Pro-Southerners, T-1 advised 
on February 27, 1956, that his connection with the organization in 
Tennessee is very nebulous and that he actuany receives no money 
from the organization and has no control of it* Infomant stated 
so far as he can determine from contacts with PILE, the latter is 
personally close to SHERRILL, and SHBRMLL has been designated as 
the National Vice Chairman or Secretary-B'Ianager more as a courtesy 
by PILE than for any other purpose* 

’’The Nashville Tennessean” in the March 6, 1956, issue 
carried an editorial regarding PILE’S resignation and noted 
even though PILE blamed Ms resignation on ’’radical elements in 
the organization, he had been personally a ^rt of «-ose 
and did not criticize them at the time they took* place* The ^evjrs- 
paper speculated PILE’S resigiation was brought about by the fact 
that the organization had failed to attract as^ many new members 
at ”$3 a head” as PILE had e2q>ected*

the fact that for some time PYLE has discussed the Ku Klos Klan 
as being the legitimate successor of the original Ku Kl\jx Klan as 
the latter existed during reconstruction days in the South* In- 
formant stated at that time, however, apparently PYLE had had 
little success in his efforts*

As pointed out above, T-4, supra, advised on March 7, 
1956 , that EMMETT A* CARR was the organizer of the Pro-Southerners 
in Middle Tennessee and' to all appearances was the raidisputed 
leader thereof* Informant stated that CARR claimed to have been 
appointed to this position by HARRY WILLIAM PYLS* 

On March 15, 1956, T-4 again advised that on March I 4 , 
1956 , CARR had informed him there would be a small meeting of the 
Pro-Southerners at CARR’S house on the night of March 18, 1956, 
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to ; elect an operating committee* Informant stated that CARR never 
committed himself as to exactly what the functions of this committee 
would be, but apparently it would consist of an advisory body to 
the Pro-Southerners in Nashville* Informant also stated CARR told 
him that he would take informant on a trip to Alabama or Georgia 
<bo get him a robe in the klan again 

III* AII4S AND OBJECTIVES OF THE PBC-SOUTHERNEHS. 

On January 23, 1956, Confidential Informant T-6, a 
prominent Tennessee state official who has furaished reliable in- 
formation in the past, advised that earlier on that date, repre- 
sentatives of the Pro-Southerners had met with Governor FRANK 
ClEMENT in Nashville, Tennessee, to present their demands regarding 
segregation* Informant stated the conference had been cohducted” 
on a rather quiet vein with the exception of the unreasonable 
demands by the committee* Informant stated the Governor had for- 
seen the possibility that there may have been some ’’rowdy people” 
on the committee and had invited ministers of the Protestant ,- 
Catholic, and Jewish faiths to sit in on the conference* 

Informant stated that ¥AYNE T* DE l^ES, Memphis 
attorney, had acted as the spokesman* According to informant, 

DE ^ffiES stated that the general substance of the demands of the 
Pro-Southerners was that Governor CLEMENT take a position that 
there would be no desegregation of schools, parks, or other 
facilities in Tennessee* Informant stated that members of the Pro- 
Southerners diu’ing the conference asked the Governor such un- 
reasonable questions as to i^ether or not he approved of members 
of the various races going to bed together and if he would desire 
to see his children marry members of another race* 

Informant stated there was no incident during the 
conference which came close to any type of violence* Informant 
said toward the close of the conference, one of the members of 
the Pro-Southerners, whose name he did not recall, kept insisting 
that the Governor go into the corridor of the State Capitol and 
address the crowd assembled there* Informant stated the Governor 
personally felt this might have given rise to some incident and 
declined to do so, but suggested that the group form a line to 
pass through his office so he could shake hands with them and re- 
.ceive any complaint which they might have* This procedxire was 
followed, and the affair went off without any incident, with the 
exception ci some of the merabejcs of the orgsuiization criticized 
the Governor* s personal and political' integrity*. . 
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Regarding the aims of the Pro-Southerners in Nashville, 
supra, advised on February 2, 1956, that so far as he could 
determine from discussions vdth EMMETT CARR, the aim of 'the organi- 
zation was limited to influencing candidates for various state 
offices to take a stand in opposition to integration. 

T-2, supra, on February 21, 1956, advised that when 
the Pro-Southerners originally became active in the industrial 
district in North Memphis, he was concerned about the potential for 
violence in the group. Informant stated after attending various 
meetings, however, he was convinced that the Pro-Southerners did 
not advocate violence in any fashion and are actually very tolerant 
of the Negro people, provided the latter are content to remain in 
the same status in Southern society they have had in the past, 

”TKe Commercial Appeal^^ issue of February 2S, 1956, 
in discussing the electioA of officers to the CIO Council in Memphis, 
quoted GEORGE ¥• CLARK, outgoing president of the United Rubber 
Workers of America, as stating that the primary purpose of the 
pro-segregation groups in the South was the destruction of labor 
unions. This article further quoted CLAl^ as having stated that 
the pro-segregation groups were not following legal methods to 
fight the Supreme Court decisions and that in their meetings, 
they only preached hatred and criticized unions, 

IV, ACTION TAKM TO IMPLEMENT PROGRAM 
A, MEMPHIS GOLF COURSE INCIDENT 

On Januaiy 27, 1956, Memphis Confidential Informant 
T-7, who has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that the 'City of Memphis had some months, previously extended an 
invitation to a Negro golf association to have its toumam^t 
played in Memphis in the summer of 1956, Informant stated this 
resulted in considerable agitation by the various pro-segregation 
groups to combat the use of a white golf course by a Negro group. 
Actually it is noted this was not a matter of integration as the 
tournament was to be played on a segregated basi% but as there 
was no suitable Negro course in Memphis, it had to be played, if 
at all. on a white course set aside exclusively for the Negro 
pR3r1^i.ciLp^nt/S o 

On February 11, 1956, T-7 advised the Pro-Southerners, 
the Association of Citizens’ Cotincils of Tennessee,* and repre- 
sentatives of the Tennessee Federation for Constitutional Govern- 
ment had just* had a meeting regarding the golf course question, 

< 
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Informant stated that EDMUND OEGIliL, Mayor of Memphis, had requested 
a representative of the Tennessee Federation for Constitutional 
Government to help the city get the pro-segregation groups to- 
agree to some plan under which the city could honor its previous 
commitments to the Negro Golf Association. T-7 stated at the above 
meeting, the Pro-Southerners were represented by CHARLES W. BELL 
and JAMES PIERSOL. He stated the various groups agreed to make a 
statement to the Memphis City Commission which will consent to the 
Negro golf toumament being played on a white course provided only 
the Galloway course was used. Informant stated this decision was 
made by the groups because the course in question is located in a 
wealthy part of the city in which informant stated *‘ORGILL*S friends 
live.” 


‘.Informant furnished on February 11, 1956, a 'copy of a 
resolution originally adopted by tne Pro-Southerners, which informant 
noted would later be modified as a result of the contact by the 
Pro-Southerners and the other segregation groups. This resolution 
is as follows: 


”Feb. 3,‘ 1956 

“District ^1 Pro-Southerners do hereby adbpt a reso- 
lution protesting the use of our Golf Courses to anyone for touma- 
•mdnt play. We have laws upholding our demands and demand that they 
be upheld. We site our protest in letting our golf courses be used 
by negroes, on* the case brought against the City of Nashville, where 
a group of toumament -players approached the City Government there 
with the same old story, and later in a Court Suit, sued the City 
for peimanent use based on the fact that they .played on them before 
without incident or protest so why not make them available at all 
times. They won the case, so this is jvist another test case of the 
old white mare tale. 

*'We further demand that the city construct an IS hole 
golf course for the exclusive .use of negroes and that our Mayor, 
Edmund Orgill, appoint a committee to work with a representative of 
the toumament group of negroes to rent a private course such as 
the Ridgeway, University or others. 

“We further demand that our Governor uphold- our State 
Laws pertaining to state parks 
and Constitution.

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“The Press-Scimitar” on February 15, 1956, in^ an 
article captioned, ”Negro Tourney to Use ^fliite Links, Commissioners 
Vote”, reported the results of the meeting of the City Commission 
lasting four and one-half hours, dtiilng v/hich variLous pro-segregation 
members and officers presented their demands to the Commission* 

The paper related it was the position of the City Goverment that 
this, matter would not affect the status of segi’egation in the area 
as the totjrnament was to be an exclusive Negro affair* The article 
reflected that the Pro-Southerners were represented by JII‘§iy PIBitSOLo 

f 

The arcicle describes the meeting as having been a 
”stormy session” and to have been conducted in a ”town meeting style” 
at which the Mayor let each side speak as much as was desired* The 
article quoted PIBUSOii as being completely opposed to the tournament 
on any basis where a \^^hite city owned course would be used* PIBRSOL 
proposed instead that the city rent a private course, and the Mayor 
advised him that the city had attempted to rent one but had been 
unsuccessful* 

The newspaper quoted PIBIiSOL as having been questioned 
by other individuals regarding the xise of the City Auditorium for 
the Negro Baptist convention, and he was quoted as stating he thought 
this convention was very bad for the dity* 

B* MAYOR ORGIU. AND THB JOHN GASTON HOSPITAL 

”The Press-Scimitar” issue of February 2S, 1956, in 
an article captioned, ”Palse Fire and Police Calls Besiege Mayor 
in Ni^t”, reported that as a result of Mayor EDMUND OjRGILL^S 
having proposed that a Negro be appointed to the John Gaston 
Hospital Board of Directors in Memphis, he was vexed by a barrage 
o^ protests’ directed to his home* The article indicated that 
false reports of a fire and later a report of a ”fight between 
tv;o Negroes” sent fire engines and a police car to the ORGILL 
home after midni^t* 

Telegrams from the Pro-Southemers had been left 
at the door, which firemen handed to ORGILL* The article stated 
the ORGIlLS were being kept awake by a flood of anonymous phone 

calls from 11:30 pom* to 2:30 a*m*

It is noted that John Gaston Hospital is the 
municipally operated charity hospital in Memphis and serves both 
Negro and white patient's -in segregated wards* The article stated 
that telegrems were left on ORGILL^S porch,-5ione signed by Dr* 

T* -R, MONTGOMERY, one by Mr/ ’and Mrs. A* H.* JMllxngB-R^ and one 
by J* 0* PIBESOL and C* V7;^"^ELL. These telegratas were highly 
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critical of the Mayor *‘s proposal to place a Negro on the hospital 
boardo 


0. PE0-S0UTHEENEES» MEETING AT MEMPHIS MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM, 

MARCH 4, 1956 

"The Press-Scimitar” issue of February 23, 1956, re- 
ported the plans of the Pro -Southerners to have a county-wide rally 
on March 4, 1956, at the Mxanicipal Auditorituno The article quoted 
Jo Co PIERSOL as stating that the speaker would be Attorney General 
EUGENE COOK of Georgia, JOHN RANKIN, former congressman from 
‘ Mississippi, and Tennessee State Senator CHARLES STAINBACK of 
Somerville, Tennesseeo 


”The Commercial Appeal” on February 29, 1956, reported 
that Attorney General COOK had subsequently announced he woiild be 
unable to come to the meeting^ jl?The Commercial Appeal” on March 
1, 1956 , reported that JAM BS D»j^0HNS0N « Crosset t , Arkansas, 

'Chairman an d Dir ect or *o?r^eZArK^ sas;N>C3g3agelfs»CgGag^ spedk 

atj tne'fb^h'cbmi'^T’io-Southerners rallyo The article identified 
JOHNSON as being a former Arkansas state’ senator, and he was coming 
as a replaceraent^-for Attorney General,^0K* The article noted that 
an additional spe^e'r would b e HENRY ¥T?ft^CHER» Mnter« Alabama « 
who was identified as being the autnor nf the oookiet, ”Segregat*io’H': 
God*s Plan and Purpose”, and would be totus^^g Alab^a in behalf of 


the Citizens Counpils* 


On February 27, 1956, T-1, supra, advi-sed that HARRY 
“WILLIAM PYLE had nothing to do with the plans of the March 4, 1956, 
Pro-Southerners rally, and they were apparently all made by JIMMY 
PIERSOL* Informant stated actually it was his opinion that some 
other individual had assisted PIERSOL with the arrangements for the 
meeting because informant, who is personally acquainted v/ith PIERSOL, 
did not believe the latter and his associates have the ability or 
sufficient contacts to get speakers of the caliber of RANKIN and 
COOK for the meeting* 


”The Press-Scimitar” on March 5, 1956', reported the 
March 4, 1956, meeting of the Pro-Southerners at the auditorium* 

It is noted the article stated that the Pro-Southerners have ’’joined 
the. caravan of genuine Southerners fighting for the sovereignty of 
states’ rights thru interposition* The paper noted there was 
little evidence at the meeting of the ’’dissension” referred to by 
HARRY WILUAM PYLE in his resignation* The principal speaker, 
according to the article, was JAMES D* JOHNSON, who is identified 
therein as the Director of the Arkansas White Citizens’ Council* 
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The article noted JOHNSOiI denounced the Supreme Soiart’a decision 
on integration in schools o Another speaker at the meeting was 
AMiS'^^THRIDGB of _ Arkansas « who is identified as the Executiv e 
'Secre'cary of T^Eite America, _In<L*___ . — tT’. . . , 

The article quoted PIBiiSOii as stating the Pro-Southeiners 
’•would stx±Y& to elect a Legislature favoring interposition this 
year©’* The article quote.d the above mentioned HENKT "*’/• FANCHBR, a 
minister, as having criticized ••fellow ministers who can^t under- 
stand segregation as advocated in the Bible.’’ 

Do NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE, MOTORCADE 


On March- 10, 1956, Agents of the FBI observed a motor- 
cade sponsored by the Pro-Southeihexs in Nashville, Tennessee* This 
motorcade began forming at approximately 12 noon when EMMETT A* -CARR 
arrived in a white panel truck, on which was displayed a large 
American flag and a Confederate flag. Approximately twenty cars 
participated in the motorcade. Many of the cars were decorated vdth 
Confederate flags and with posters reading, ’’The. Southern Nhite Man 
is the Negro’s Best Friend--But No Integration”* The motorcade 
proceeded to several small towns adjacent to Nashville and returned 
to Nashville later in the afternoon when it was disbanded* 

B, PRO-SOUTHERNERS ACTIVITY IN CONNECTION VttTH UNION MATTERS 


”The Commercial Appeal” isstie. of March- 1^, 1956, in 
an article captioned, ’’Local UA¥7 Detroit Clash on Race Issue”', 
discussed a meeting of Local 966, United Automobile "Workers of 
America, which was attended by HERSCHBL DAVIS, of Detroit, a 
representative of the national office of the luiion* The article 
indicated that this meeting constituted ”a serious clash between 
Memphis unionists and their parent body on the racial issue” and 
erupted at a stomy labor meeting vfhich all but booed a Detroit 
mediator off the'^stage. The article further stated that local mem- 
bers of the union were told to cease making an issue of segregation' 
or else face the threat of losing membership in the interaational 
union* It stated the members responded with a threat of their ovm— 
to pull out of the inteamational body and form an independent group. 

If noted that at some points, DAVIS cbuid scarcely he 
heard above the din of shouts such as.”Go on'ba^ North 5” The 
article quoted JAMES MARSHALL, a 'union, steward ^d former vice 
president of the union and a member of the Pro-Southerne rs , as 
having challenged DAVIS to explain cash grants made by the inter- 
national union to the National Asso cation for the Advancement of 
Colored People* 
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”The Press"Scimitar”' issue , of March 24, 1956, referred to 
a meeting of a teachers’ union in Memphis which was picketed by pro- 
segregationists o The article stated Local 1262, Memphis and Shelby 
County Chapter of the American Federation of Teachers, AF of 1, 
met last night at the UAW hall, IO36 Firestone* ,The article noted 
word had been disseminated before the meeting there might be some 
pickets, and on arriving at the meeting, the school teachers found 
a sound truck and about thirty men on a corner near’ the hall* The 
members of this crowd stopped the teachers, entered into argximents 
with them, and offered them pamphlets* 

The article stated two men were walking about as pickets 
carrying signs reading, ^Legitimate labor sez teadiers’ union for 
integration” and ’’Legitimate labor sez teachers’ union friend 
NAACP*” The article stated that many of the pickets were members 
of the Pro-Southerners and identified as being present G* H* 

CARTER, Chairman of the Frayser Pro-Southemers* 

Fo PRO-SOUTHERMERS LITERATURE 

”The Memphis World”, a newspaper published in Memphis 
for the Negro people, in the issue of March 2, 1956, contained an 
article captioned ”Pro-Southerners Distribute Yile .Anti Negro 
Leaflet”, and is as foUbtfs:- 

”An apparently disgusted white man turned over to the 
Memphis World this week a vicious, vile anti -Negro leaflet being . 
distributed by Pro-Southemers* 

”The leaflet vrhich depicts a white woman in the arms of 
grotesque, ape like Negro is entitled the ’Kiss of Death’ and urges 
’Segregate the Negro of Lose the V/hite Blood Forever* * f 

’’Printed by the offset process, the leaflet carries 
pictures of singer Roy Hamilton surrounded by white teenagers and 
another of V^illie Mays with Leo Durocher and wife, Lori'aine Day 
(both apparently ’lifted’ ‘from other publications) and cites this as 
proof ’of the use of Negro-dial talent’ in enterbainment and sports 
to ’attempt to show that the Negro is equal to the v;hite man*’* 

”Dealing with danger of mixed marriages the leaflet • 
claims ’Negro Blood Destroyed the Civilization of Egypt, India, 
Phoenicia, Carthage and Greece* It Will Destroy America’ and 
urges readers to ’keep the white blood pure*’ 

’’The Pro-Southemers headquarters are 36OI S* Lloyd 

Circle*” 
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On March 19, 1956, Memphis Confidential Informant T-S, 
an individual whose contacts with this office have been so limited 
that it is not possible to evalmte his reliability but who has 
furnished some information which has been proven to be reliable, 
by independent investigation, advised that the Pro-Southeme rs*+ 
were attempting to publish a small mimeographed newspaper approxi- 
mately every two weeks which would set out the views of the Pro- 
Southeraers and which would attempt to pinpoint any area of 
Communist activities in the field of integrationo 

On March 27, 1956, T«7, supra, made available a copy 
of the first issue of the three page mimeographed publication 
captioned, ’’The Pro-Southerners” o This publication is devoted to 
setting out the views of the Pro-Southerners and urges the readers 
■ to become affiliated vd.th the organizationo It strongly con- 
gratulates the various Tennessee Congressmen who signed the 
Southern Manifesto iin support of segregation o It discusses various 
incidents occurring throughout the country in the field of inte- 
gration and also discusses various crimes which have allegedly 
been committed by Negroes o It lists the places in Memphis and the 
surrounding suburbs at which meetings of the Pro-Southerners are 
heldo It also contains an application for membership in the organi- 
zation and gives the headquarters of the Shelby County Pro- 
Southerners as being 33^1 Baleigh-Millington Ftoado 

,Vo GONNEGTIOMS ^TH OTHER PRO -SEGREGATION GHOUPS 

As noted in ’’The Press-Scimitar” article of March 5,_ 
1956, regarding the last meeting of the Pro-Southerners in Memphis 
the previous day. this meeting was addressed by JAMBS D. JOHNSON, 
Director of the Arkansas I’lhite Citizens* Council, and by AMIS 
GUTHJKDGE, Executive Secretary of iVhite America, Inco of Arkansas* 

Also as noted above, T-4 advised on March I5, 1956, 
that EMMETT A, CARR, Nashville, definitely indicated he was in 
contact with someone in the Ku Klux Klan* Informant quoted CARR 
as stating ”You stay with me and if they want us to be pigeons , 
we will be pigeons, and if they want us to be buzzards, we will be 
buzzards*’^ Informant stated this was CARR’S way of saying that he 
would be in the Pro-Southerners, an open organization, or in the 
Ku Klux Klan, a secret organization, whichever was best. 

It is also noted above that T-3, supra, advised on 
March 29, 1956, that although the Pro-Southerners have made attoapts 
to form a common front with the Association of Citizens’ Councils 
of Tennessee and with the Tennessee Federation for Constitutional 
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Government, they have been unsuccessful as both of the latter 
organizations were skeptic of the leaders in the Pro-Southemers 
and for that reason were reluctant to participate in any joint 
affairs with thenio Informant noted that there, has actually been 
considerable leakage of members from the Pro “Southerners to the 
citizens^ councils in recent months*

This organization was referred to in .the February 13 ^ 

1957 issues of the Nashville Banner and the Nashville Tennessean, 
two daily newspapers published in Nashville, Tennessee, It was also 
referred to in the” Southern School News, March 1957 issue, on Page 7» 

As all of the above references pertain to the same activities, the 
ac'count as it appeared in the Southern School News is set out herein- , 
after’: 

‘'Signifying an apparent break in Tennessee's pro- 
segregation ranks. Jack Kershaw, vice president of the Tennessee 
Federation for Constitutional Government, said in Nashville that 
John Kasper would not be welcome if he participated in a pro- 
segregationist 'March on the Capitol' in mid-February, 

. “Kershaw urged that Kasper>^ ' take his gratuitous service ' 
from d?ennessee and, 'go back to New Jersey.' 

‘‘Responding, Kasper termed Kershaw a 'third rate political 
hack, ' Speaking from Knoxville, Kasper said Kershaw is using his 
stand on segregation as a means 'to advance his political fortunes in 
the state.,, ' ' 

“ ‘Until Kershaw or. anyone else in Tennessee legally and 
positively maintains segregation for native white Tennesseans, my 
work here remains unfinished.' 

“Kasper accused .Kershaw and the TFCG of 'wishful thinking' 
in their approach toward segregation. 'The regular Republican and 
Democratic orgahizations of the state have rejected Kershaw* in the 
past and he is attempting to use states * rights as the 'wedge to get 
in the political door, ' Kasper said, 

“WON'T 'DESERT* , 

“*I*11 never desert the Tennessee White Citizens Council 
or the white race in Tennessee until the outcome of our struggle is 
crystal clear and spells victory over the race mongrelizers , '

‘‘Replied Kershaw: 

“• I think that Kasper may have a great talent, hut I 
feel it would be more at home in Greenwich Village than in Tennessee. 

“‘The federation’s approach is based on’ legal and proper 
constitutional grounds to preserve harmony between the races. If this 
is what Kasper classifies as ‘wishful thinking’ then that is more a 
measure of Kasper’s irresponsible opinion of the Constitution than it 
is an estimate of the federation program.’ 

“Kershavr denied any political ambitions. Kasper did not 
take part in the ’March on the Capitol. ’“ 

The “March on the Capitol” referred to in the above 
relates to a pro-segregationist motorcade to' Nashville on behalf of 
various pro-segregation groups. This motorcade is discussed in the 
February 12, 1957 issue of the Nashville Banner and is as follows: 

“segregationists prom 3 CITIES MARCH ON CAPITOL 

’’Pjio— segregationists from three Tennessee cities ‘marched 
on’ the State Capitol today, urging legislators to draft strong segrega- 
tion laws that would skirt the controversial U. S. Supreme Court ruling. 

“The ‘first contingent of the three-city motorcade con- • 
taining 12 cars left Memphis in a pre-dawn move - and arrived here 
at 9 4.m« 

“Segregationist John Kasper was not among the early 

arrivals . 

“The Memphis convoy bearing Confederate flags and includ- 
ing a sound truck blaring Dixie made its way to the State Capitol 
under escort by State, County and City police, 

"Immediately upon ^Joining the Knoxville and Chattanooga 
groups, the Memphians began circulating to members of a Senate and 
House of Representatives a copy of proposed legislation, described as 
an act to require the Commissioner of Education to withhold all State 
school funds for districts which integrate the public schools. 

“Point of the rendezvous was on Highway 70 near Belle 

Meade Blvd. 

“TROOPER ESCORT

'•'Sl/hte Troopers escorted the Memphis caravan into the 
Capitol area to await similar groups from Knoxville and Chattanooga.

"Jack Kershaw, vice president of the Tennessee Federation 
for Constitutional Government whose organization snubbed Kasper in a 
strongly worded statement Monday, was on hand to welcome the first 
arrivals . 


"«I thought it would be the polite thing to do, » ' Kershaw 

declared. 


"STRICTLY STATE 

"> This is a Tennessee raliy for Tennesseans,* Kershaw 
added, ’and neither Kasper nor anyone else from the outside has been 
invited. ‘ 


"’As far. as we are concerned, Kasper can go back to New 
Jersey or wherever he’s from.* 

"Kershaw and A. B. Wren, Memphis pro-segregation leader, 
termed the ’ march on the Capitol ’ a ’ spontaneous thing * which is not 
sponsored by any organization. ’ 

"COLD. SHOULDER 

"In giving Kasper the cold shoulder after reports were 
circulated that he would ;Join the Capitol march^ Kershaw said his 
organization had never considered Kasper ’with favor or disfavor. ’ 

"*We were interested only in his Constitutional rights,’ 
Kershaw stated. ’We were not interested in him as a person..’ .» 

"Kasper is now under $10,000 bond awaiting results of an 
appeal from a one -year Federal prison sentence handed him in connectin 
with the racial violence which followed Integration of the high school 
.at Clinton,- Tenn. 


"CLINTON REPRESENTED 

"The Clinton segregation move is still underway, and a 
number of Anderson Countians accompanied the Knoxville motorcade here 
today.
